curring, it is necessary to keep constantly 
rebuilding, else we should in..a short time 
be. left. without a serviceable. man-of-war 
at our command. Bat; beyond the ‘ne- 
cessity for replenishing the Navy, and keeping 
it up to the standard of maritime improve- 
ment, there is no reason whatever for . the 
increase of our naval force. . The advocates 
of a large increase in our Navy. urge. that 
we are not. only gréatly inferior to England 
and: France, but that our naval force has not 


‘been increased in proportion to the incréase 


of our commerce. An attempt. has. been 
made to prove that our naval force is much 


Jess now than it was in 1816, when our 


whole commercial marine was not one-sixth 
what it ia now. . But, .even though this were 
the case, it would be no argumentin favor of 
an. increage -in. our naval foree., It is 
sufficient to know that the cost. of 
our Navy: has steadily increased during the 
past forty years, and ‘that it now excéeds by 
four millions the entire expenses of the Gov- 
ernment in 1823, as Mr. Boroz has just shown 
in his-report on the revision of our navigation 
laws. Forty years ago there were reasons 
for a large naval force, which have long since 
ceased to exist. Our merchantmen then re- 
quired protection in almost all parts of the 
world. The Mediterranean, which is now as 
safe for our merchantmen. as Lake Erie or 
Long ‘Island Sound, was ién infested with 
pirates, which the combined forces of Chris- 
tendom had been unable to destroy. There 
were Greek pirates, Algerine corsairs, Barba- 
ry cruisers, and wherever our ships adven- 
tured they were constantly liable to capture 
by sea marauders and freebooters.. The Gulf of 
Mexico swarmed with daring piratical cruis- 
ers ; all along the Spanish main there were 
rascally adventurers continually committing 
depredations upon our commerce; even in 
Rio Janeiro and the Rio de la Plate our mer- 
chant ships were attacked, and there was no 
safety for them anywhere in the Pacific. 
The islands, which. are now under regularly 
constituted governments, were then inhabited 
by lawless savages, and our national ships 
were not gent abroad as a kind of ornamental 
representatives of our power, but as an actua} 
ocean police foree, to protect our flag and re- 
ees Ge WHER Mt CPR NAME ORF yer 
chant vessels suffered. 

The whole aspect. of the commercial world 
has changed since then. We atilt keep a 
naval force in the Mediterranean, as we 
did-when Algiers Was in fall vigor as a 
piratical.- nation, but ~there~ is ‘not, in re- 
ality, any more necessity for our men-of-war 
there than there is in the Irish Channel. It.is 
thirty years since there have been any pirates 
in the Gulf of Mexico, and the only part of the 
world where our ships have needed .any pro- 
tection for many years has been in the China 

seas, where we have had ‘an ample force ém- 
ployed. But still we have kept on increasing 
our Navy,.and. very properly, too, just suffi- 
cient to preserve a naval organization, which 


the Navy, by the bill reported by Senator Mat-

The Richmond Enquirer is entirely opposed to 
these doctrines.

Un- 
doubtedly the motives of the -Virginians are 
liable to the charge of self-interest ; but cer- 
tainly no more than those of the Cotton States. 
Commerce of whatever “kind, whether in 
Flour, Tobacco, or Negroes, is essentially a 
matter of interest, though it should be con- 
trolled far more than itis, in all its. depart- 
ments, by consideratious of principle and con- 
science.
